The warriors on that side are not as hand-
some as they were before they went to the
battle, but they are a great deal wiser. The
iargest foree they could muster on the final
vote on the rule to fix & day for considera-
tion was §3, which is about ten short of the
number counted on by Harter, Tracey and
Williams, while the vote for consideration
smounted up to about 110 more.

Of course a considerable number of these
were Republicans, but allowing for every
Tepublican vote in favor of consideration
which will be cast for the Bland bill when
the final vote comes, the free coinage meas-

Harter Not Heard From at AlL

Hon. Michael D. Harter, of Mansfield,
0., was not heard from to-day. Harter is
not an orator or a parliamentarian. He is
simply a capitalist; an owner of money. He
bad the good sense in this crusade against
the ineviteble, to confine himself within
the strict limits of his abilities, which
stopped with seouring signatures toa call
for a cancus and with drumming up the anti-
silver cohorta

1 tancy that Mr. Tracey, of New York,
wishes he also had beem quiet like Mr.
Haurter, for if ever an attempt st filibuster-
ing resulted in a miserable finsco, his did
to-day. Doubtless he knew it wonld end
in defeat, and doubtless the only purpose
be and others who took an active part in
the affair with him was to show their con-
stituents how bravely they waged s losing
battle, but they might bave gone to their
death in a much more graceful way.

Wretched Work for a Leader,

There is a defeat that is almost viciory, so
artistically is the losing battle fought, but
poor Tracey, who was put forward as the
general of the little anti-silver army, made
wretched work of it, exposing his weakest
parts, failing to take advantage of oppor-
tunities, stammering and bhesitating, and
sbsolutely breaking down half a dozen
times. Inexperienced himself, he had not a
single associate of experience. All the
leaders were on the other side.

But if Tracey has blundered, the Bpeaker
made a sorry exhibition of bis skill in this,
the first incident in which his ability as a
parliamentarian has been at all exercised.
Had he had for an antagonist anyone but &
weakling like Tracey he would have been
utterly put to rout, and, as it was, his
rulings were shown to be painfally ridieu-
lous. From the first it was evident he in-
tended to foree through the rule reported
by the Commitiee on Rules, of which he is
ex-officio & member, but he did so by viola-
tion of precedent and of the present rules
which he sssisted to invent, and the blunder-
ing arguments by which he sustained him-
sell surprised everyone, and the general
confidence in the wbility of the Speaker to
meet any parliamentary exigency or crisis
is gresily shaken.

speaker Crisp Sharply Criticized.

Never before did a presiding officer of any
parliamentary body rule that it was proper
to proceed to business before the reading of
the journsl unless that reading were dis
pensed with by unanimous consent. Bpesker
Crisp not only ruled that a report from the
Committee on Rules could, perforce, pre-
cede and supersede the reading of the
journal, but be endeavored to sustsin his
position by quotations from rules which
plainly gave no such privilege, and ignored
rules quoted against him which plainly took
the ground from under his decision.
